Sir: - 


I have received your letter of the 6th instant relative to the strain upon the rolls of your 
Mint, incident to the large coinage of standard silver dollars and stating that inasmuch as the rolls 
of American manufacture are not equal to the English, you propose purchasing some from Moss 
& Co. who supply the British Mint and asking to be informed if same can be brought into the 
country free of duty and whether they can be paid for from the standard silver dollar 
appropriation. 


In reply I have to state that if you will notify this office when the rolls are received in the 
country, application will be made to the Secretary of the Treasury to direct that they be admitted 
free of duty, and that when the rolls are delivered to you, if you will approve and forward the 
bills to this office, I will request the Secretary to cause payment to be made from the 
appropriation named. 


I would respectfully suggest that you have a guarantee that the rolls are perfect in all 
respects and in case of proving defective on trial that they be replaced free of expense to the 
Government.
